(a) A patent by its veiy nature is affected with a public interest The public interest is best served, and flie 
most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of 
arid evahiates the teachings ofaB information inaterial to pataitabiUty^ Each individual associated wifli the filing and 
prosecution of a patent application has a duty of candor and good fidth in dealing wifli flie OfiBce, which includes a 
duty to disclose to the OflBce aU information known to that individual to be material to patentability as defined in fliis 
section. The duty to disclose iiiformation exists with reqpect to each pending 

widKhawnfiom consideration, or die aj^Kcation becomes abandoned M<mnationinat«atialtofliepatentabflitsrofa 
claim &at is canceled or withdrawn fipom consideration need not be submitted if the information is not inaterial to the 
patentability of any claim remaining under consideration in die application. There is no duty to submit information 
\iMch is not material to die patentability ofaiQr existing claim. The duty to disclose all information known to be 
material to patraitability is deemed to be satisfied if all information biown to be material to patentability of any claim 
issued in a patent was cited by flie OfBce or submitted to die Office in the manner prescribed by § § 1 .97(bH<^ and 
1 .98 .

A prima fiicie case of unpatentability is established vAa^n die information conq>els a conclusion diat a claim is 
unpatentable under die pr^nderance of evidence, burden-ofproof standard, giving each term in die claun its 
broadest reasonable construction consistent witii die specification, and before any consideration is given to evidence 
which may be submitted in an atten^t to establish a contrary conclusion of patentability. 

(c) Individuals associated with die filing or prosecution of a patent application within the meaning of this 
section are:
